GELATINE IMPORTS NOT SUB- 
JECT TO PROCESS OF DE- 
NATURING. 


Importers of gelatine have been con- 
siderably confused by the recent is- 
suance of a formal order by the De- 
partment of Agriculture with the au- 











thority of the Treasury Department. 
According to this order imports of 
gelatine not intended for edible pur 


poses were to be refused entry unless 
the separate consignments were dena- 
tured or complied with an alternative 


order under which they might be ad- 
mitted without denaturing, if plainly 


labeled to show that they were not 
intended for use in the preparation of 
drug products. As no manner 
for denaturing has been prescribed of- 
ficially, importers have been at a loss 
to know how they might comply with 
that provision of the new regulation 
and thus entry for their im- 
portations. It appears that specific in-

structions for denaturing have not 
been issued by the department. Fur- 
ther explanation of the regulation 


makes it apparent that the provision re- 
quiring denaturing is not applicable to 
gelatine. The ruling is inclusive in 
and applies to all substances 
which may be imported and used in the 
manufacture of food or drug products. 
Some of these articles may be satis- 
factorily denatured, but others, and 
gelatine is included in the latter class, 
will be admitted by compliance with the 
alternative ruling of being properly 
labeled.

NOVEL INCIDENTS OF THE TARIFF 
PROCEEDINGS. 


Among the features of proposed tariff 
legislation that have marked the con- 
sideration of the Underwood bill by 
both branches of probably 
the most novel and radical of the in- 
tended amendments been inci 
dental to the week’s proceedings in the 
Senate.

the court of last resort, that any ar- 
ticle or commodity, subject to duty 
under the act, is under the control of 


a monopoly or combination formed or 
operated under the Sherman anti-trust 
act or substantially under such con- 
trol. By another provision of the pro- 
posed amendment the Attorney-General 
is obliged to advise the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the outcome of either civil 
or criminal actions of an adjudicating 
character for the purpose of the lat- 
ter’s enforcement of the act, the sus- 
pension of duties working practically 
automatically. 

Senator Kenyon’s method of strength- 
ening the application of the anti-trust 
statute has been referred to the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee and promises 
to provoke lively and prolonged atten- 


tion in the Senate, regardless of the 
committee’s attitude on the subject. 


As our Washington correspondence in- 
dicates, a similar plan has been under- 
taken by many members of the Demo- 


cratic majority in the Senate in re- 
cent years. There is also little doubt 
that sentiment against alleged combi- 


nations and monopolies of trade in the 
country has been reflected in the lower- 
ing or removal of tariff duties on ar- 
ticles produced under such conditions 
by the Dingley as well as the Payne- 
Aldrich act.

SIGNIFICANT FEATURES OF THIS 
YEAR’S EXPORTS OF PE- 
TROLEUM PRODUCTS. 


Comparisons of exports of the differ- 
ent petroleum products for the seven 
months ending July of the last two 
years are suggestive of several signifi- 
cant changes in the foreign movement 
during the current period as distin- 
guished by the previous returns in their 
relationship with those of 1911. So far 
as the general statistics for the seven 
months of this year are concerned, it is 
gratifying to note that the expanding 
scope of requirements of our petroleum 
products abroad is being maintained, 
but to a modified extent, that the vol- 


ume gain was much more proportion- 


ate than the value increment on the 
comparison with last year’s figures. 
Covering seven months of this year 


total exports of our petroleum products 
have reached 1,133,621,397 gallons 
($81,156,364), as against 1,035,145,844 gal- 


lons ($67,722,482) for the same _ period 
formerly. On this basis is shown a 
gain of 9.50 per cent. in volume and of 
19.82 per cent, in value. Last year’s 
movement represented a growth of 3.60 
per cent. in volume and of 14.20 per 


cent. in value. 
It is chiefly in the valuation returns 
that the current report presents its fea- 


turing aspects, and in two respects 
losses in volume have not been at the 
expense of discredited values. Most 
convincing on this point and probably 


worthy of first consideration among 
the various products are the figures 
giving exports of the naphthas, gaso- 
line and similar products.

Cyanide Production and Uses in 


This Country. 
New York, Aug, 26, 1915. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter: 

To my recollection there never has been 
published in your valued paper anything 
showing such total ignorance of the sub- 
ject touched upon as the letter printed in 
your last issue on page ll, dated San 
Francisco, August 15, 1913, 

This letter speaks of ‘““Cyanide manufac- 
tured out of coal-tar residues.’’ There is 
no cyanide of potassium and cyanide of 
sodium made from “coal-tar residues,’’ 
and it never has been manufactured from 
“coal-tar residues.” 

Further it is stated that ‘Large quanti- 
ties of cyanides are imported in concen- 
trated form and by the addition of com- 
mon salt and other cheap and practically 
inert materials, is led down to the com- 
mercial strength of 98-100 per cent.’’ 

Anybody who has any knowledge of the 
cyanide market knows, first, that it would 
not pay to import high grade cyanide and 
reduce it in this country; secondly, that 
the large market for cyanide in this coun- 
try lies now with the high grade cyanide 
and not with the low grades. The fact 
is that for many years high grade cyanide 
of sodium has been manufactured in this 
country on a very large scale by _ the 
Castner-Pfleger synthetic process. Many 
millions of pounds of American charcoal, 
ammonia, caustic soda and coal have been 
used in this manufacture, benefiting by 
this consumption the country at large. 

The American production of cyanide of 
sodium amounted in 1912 to over ten mil- 
lion pounds,

Milton Kerkeslager. 

Milton W. Kerkeslager, a well-known 
oil and soap manufacturer and a former 
member of the Pennsylvania Legislature, 
died suddenly at his home in Philadelphia 
on Thursday last following an attack of 
acute indigestion.

He was a 
member of the Masonic fraternity, Pa- 
triotic Sons of America and numerous 
business and political organizations. His 
wife and daughter were visiting at 
Niagara Falls when the end came, and 
are prostrated. The family home was 
at 1 I.yceum avenue, Roxborough.

Drake Day Celebration Marks Forty- 
Fourth Anniversary of First Oil 
Well Drilling. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Titusville, Pa., Aug. 27, 1915. 

The initial steps of what is proposed to 
be a world-wide movement for the per- 
petuation of the memory of Colonel Ed- 
win L. Drake and the celebration of the 
founding of the oil industry in Pennsyl- 
vania, were taken here to-day when in the 
course of the observance of Drake Day, 
a permanent organization was effected 
and tentative plans agreed upon. ‘The 
celebration was attended by men who 
have helped to develop the oil industry, 
founded by Colonel Drake close to this 
city, in every field in the world. 

William H. Hoffman, of Syracuse, N. 
Y., is the president of the new organiza- 
tion, Edwin C, Bell, of Titusville, Pa., 
is secretary, and John H. Scheide, of 
Titusville, is its treasurer. Following the 
recommendation of the temporary com- 
mittee, it was decided at the meeting in 
the opera house to elect in every State 
in the union vice-presidents, who will 
represent the various branches of the oil 
industry, the men engaged in drilling 
wells, transporters and shipers, refiners, 
and others. These vice-presidents will 
be elected by organizations representing 
these various oil interests. The primary 
object will be the completion of the Drake 
Memorial Museum here, not far from the 
site of the well drilled fifty-four years 
ago to-day by Colonel Drake in the suc- 
cessful demonstration of his theory as to 
the source of petroleum and the best 
method of securing it. : 

Addresses by prominent representatives 
of the oil industry, particularly the older 
men, who were pioneers with Drake in 
the early days in Pennsylvania, were 
features of the celebration. Pledges of 
financial and moral assistance were made 
in numbers, sufficient to assure the suc- 
cess of the movement to perpetuate the 
memory of Drake, started two years ago, 
when the site for the memorial museum 
was purchased and ground broken for 
the building which now occupies a small 
portion of the property then acquired. 
Eventually a park will be laid out about 
the building. 

P. C. Boyle, of Oil City, Pa., was made 
temporary chairman of the meeting, 
which was called to order by Edwin C. 
Bell, trustee. The committee named on 
permanent organization comprised Axtel 
J. By) George Chase, F. F. Murray, 
and Joseph Bloss. 

Chairman Boyle explained that the ob- 
ject of the meeting was to establish a 
museum in which the relics of the pioneer 
days of the oil industry might be properly 
preserved, and the literature that per- 
tained to the great industry be collected. 
He reviewed the progress of the move- 
ment, telling how the members of Cana- 
dohta Chapter, Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, had conceived a memorial 
at the site of the Drake well near Titus- 
ville, and how public opinion had later 
agreed upon a museum as a more sub- 
stantial manner of perpetuating the 
memory of Drake and his accomplish- 
ments. : ' 

Chairman Boyle’s remarks were fol- 
lowed by the reading of many expressions 
from oil men all over the world, who 
were unable to be present, but wae }'o 

eir support to the movement and re- 
toiled incidents which had linked their 
lives to the oil industry. Then followed a 
session of addresses and reminiscences 
from those at the meeting. Among these 
speakers were Hosea Paul, of ‘ leveland, 
Ohio; Samuel D. Irwin, of Tionesta, Pa.; 
S. S. Winger, Grand Valley, Pa.; Ben- 
jamin 8S. Tupper, Titusville, Pa John 
J. MeLaurin, Franklin, Pa.; tion. Peter 
Berry, Plumer, Pa. ’ ; 

The election of officers was unanimous. 
The president, secretary and treasurer are 
also members of the following Executive 
Committee:—P. C. Boyle, Joseph Bloss, 
Axtel J. Byles and F. F. Murray. Later 
the entire meeting adjourned to the 
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museum building. The majority of the 
Visitors also visited the site of the well 
along Oil Creek and also Woodlawn 
Cemetery, where through the generosity 
of the late Henry H. Rogers the mag- 
nificent Drake mausoleum stands. It is 
proposed to celebrate Drake Day an- 
nually. 


For Free Entry of Goods Under Mo- 
nopoly Control in Th’s Country. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 





Washington, Aug. 29, 1913. 

The Finance Committee of the Senate 
now has under consideration an amend- 
ment proposed to the tariff bill by Sen- 
ator Kenyon, of Iowa, which promises 
to engage the attention of the Senate 
for considerable time, no matter what 
the report of the Finance Committee on 
the subject may be. 

Wen the tariff bill was under consid- 
eration and after the free list had been 
tentatively approved the amendment pro- 
posed by Senator Kenyon was offered 
as a new paragraph, 660, to follow the 
free list. 

The object of this amendment as it is 
proposed by the Iowa Senator is to do 
what many members of the Democratic 
majority in the Senate have recommend- 
ed in past years, namely, to place upon 
the free list all commodities that are con- 
trolled by trusts or otherwise monopolize 
in the trade of the country. This propo- 
sition as it is now advanced by the Iowa 
Senator is of so much importance to all 
trades and industries that it is repro- 
duced in full as follows:— 

660. Whenever it is found by a Federal court 
of competent jurisdiction, and said finding is 
unchallenged either by appeal or writ of error, 
or if challenged and said decision is sustained 
by the court of last resort, that any article or 
commodity upon which a duty is levied under 
this aet is under the control of a monopoly 
or combination formed or operated in violation 
of the act of Juul 2, 1890, or substantially 
under such control, no further duty shall be 
levied or collected on such article or commo- 
dity, and the same shall therefore be admitted 
free of duty. 

It shall be the duty of the Attorney-General 
to advise the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
termination and result of all actions, either 
civil or criminal, brought under said act of 
July 2, 1899, commonly known as the Sherman 
anti-trust act, and whenever the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall receive such information 
from, the Attorney-General it shall be his duty 
to promulgate the necessary orders and rules 
to carry out the provision of this section, 

The Finance Committee has taken this 
amendment under consideration, with the 
avowed purpose of making a _ report 
thereon at the time when other subjects 
that have been passed over shall be con- 
sidered by the Senate. 
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Our 1912 Borax Production 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 





Washington, Aug, 29, 1913. 

Detailed statistics are contained in a 
monograph just issued by the United 
States Geological Survey, prepared by 
Charles G. Yale and Hoyt S. Gale, on the 
production of borax in the United States 
during 1912. 

This discussion of the borax production 
contains the following:— 


In 1912 the production of borate ores in the 
United States was 43,315 short tons, value at 
$1,127,813, as compared with 53,350 tons in 
1911, valued at $1,569,151. The quantity stated 
is the crude ore as mined for delivery at the 
mill or for shipment. The value assigned is 
based on the reported borte acid content of the 
ore produced. A price of $1 per unit per cent. 
of anhydrous boric acid (boron trioxide B,O,) 
is believed to approximate closely the shipping 
value of the ores as now produced. On this 
basis colemanite ore which analyzes >) per 
cent. boron trioxide is computed at a value 
of $35 per ton. 












After a discussion in this report of the 
berax industry and of the borax deposits 
in various parts' of the country, the Sur- 
vey report concludes the summary with 
the following comments:— 


From the foregoing, however, it is not 
necessary to predict catastrophe to our do 
mestic production of borax, Even should the 
richer deposits ultimately become exhausted, 
there are many other possible sources of sup- 
ply, including the marsh deposits formerly 
worked, to which recourse could again be had 
More important than this, a new factor is en- 
tering the field of the borax industry with very 
recent developments. The natural saline de- 
posits of the Western desert region have come 
into prominence ag a possible source of potash, 
carbonate of soda, common salt and other prod- 
ucts, including borax as one or the very 
promising marketable by-products of any in- 
dustry which may succeed in developing the 
other salts on a commercial basis. Borax in 
this form may be produced in su 
as to become a very potent factor in the 
market. Positive prediction on this point can 
not, however, be made pending experimental 
tests of projects already reported to be under 
way. 
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Mineral Water Alleged Misbranded.

The 
officials say that ‘‘a label bearing a pic- 
ture of a sream of water flowing out of 
a tunnel, which picture was described as 
the ‘Famous Sun-Ray Spring Tunnel, 
Ellenville, New York.’ helped to bring 
about a fine of $0 against the Sun-Ray 
Water Company, of Ellenville, N. Y. No- 
tice of judgment has recently been pub- 
lished by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

“The water company was alleged to 
have shipped into Pennsylvania a quan- 
tity of water whose label indicated that 
it consisted wholly of natural spring wa- 
ter, whereas it consisted of water arti- 
ficially carbonated, to which had been 
added sodium chlorid, sodium bicarbonate 
and carbon dioxid. The product was, 
therefore, adjudged misbranded,”

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ecreased Borate Ore Production. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 29, 1915. 
There was a decrease in the production 
of borate ores im the United States last 
year, according to an advance chapter 
from Mineral Resources on the produc- 
tion of borax in 1912, by Charles G. Yale 
and Hoyt S. Gale, just published by the 
United States Geological Survey. The 
output of borate ores in 1912 was 42,215 
short tons, valued at $1,127,813, as com- 
pared with 53,330 tons in 1911, valued at 
$1,569,151. The quantity stated is that of 
the crude ore as mined for delivery at 

the mill or for shipment 

All the borax now produced in this 
country is derived from ores mined in 
California; in fact, virtually the entire 
prodact is derived from four mines—one 


in Inyo county. one in Los Angeles « ounty 
and two im Ventura county. Formerly 
borax was obtained from the so-catled 
marsh or dry lake deposits, which were

Northwestern Flax Crop. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 





Minneapolis, Minn., Aug, 27, 1913. 

The weather in the Northwest this week 
has been all that could be desired for the 
development of the growing flax crop. 
The days have been bright and warm and 
just the right kind to get the most out 
of the reduced acreage. The trade is 
beginning to concede a material reduc- 
tion in acreage and condition, and is 
hoping for a continuation of the present 
weather, Every day of warm weather puts 
the crop just that much further out of 
the reach of frost damage. Frosts are 
not unusual at this period of the year in 
the Northwest, and the longer they hold 


off the better chance the crop has of 
maturing. Some do not hesitate to say 
that the Northwest this year will not 


harvest over 16,000,000 bushels, while others 


believe 20,000,000 to 21,000,000 is nearer the 
mark, but everyone qualifies by saying 
that everything depends upon the 


weather. 

The Minnesota Immigration Bureau has 
this week issued a statement covering the 
estimated yield of flax in Minnesota. 
These estimates are regarded by the 
trade as too high, however. In Kanabec 
county cae average yield of flax is given 
at fifteen bushels per acre; Nicollet coun- 
ty, twelve bushels; Stevens county, fifteen 
bushels; Blue Earth county, twenty-two 
bushels; Dodge county, fifteen bushels; 
Wabasha county, fifteen bushels. te- 
ports from Northwestern Minnesota, 
through the Red River valley, are that 
flax there is very promising. However, 
the acreage is small. 





Cutting of flax is progressing in Min- 
nesota and South Dakota, but, on ac- 
count of the irregularity of the growth, 
rapid progress cannot be made. Some 





threshing has already been done in both 
these States and returns vary consider- 
ably, running from poor to fair and good. 
A little scattered cutting has also been 
done in North Dakota, and the same 
conditions apply there as in other parts 
of the Northwest. 

One of the prominent grain houses here, 
in its weekly report, says that early sown 
flax in North Dakota is disappointing, and 
from the

Explanation of Ruling Affecting Gelatine 

Imports. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 29, 1913. 
‘The recent issuance by the Department 
of Agriculture, with the authority of the 
lreasury Department, of regulations 
touching the denaturing or special label- 
ing of certain food prodxcts imported for 
manufacturing purposes, has 


technical or 
aroused so much interest in the trades 


and provoked so much uncertainty that 
special effort has been made to obtain 
from the Board of Food and Drug In- 


spection. an explanation of just what has 
been done.

case arising with 
particular assignment of 
food products alleged not to be intended 
for edible purposes, but for use in 
mechanic arts, the question was raised by 
the department officiats whether notice 
should be given by a formal order that 
gelatin or glue which contained excessive 
amounts of arsenic, copper or zinc, or of 
products in a_ state of decomposition, 
shall be admitted and under, what terms. 
The Treasury Department approved the 
sending out of the notice to importers, 
explaining the conditions under which 
such food products might be imported 
for use in mechanic arts. The first propo- 


that on a 


sition advanced was that in respect to 
food products imported not for edible 
purposes could be so imported if dena- 
tured. The second proposition was that 


they could be imported if the label, plain- 
ly showed in what respect these products 
were violative of the food and drugs law. 
This part of tne order was covered in 
the following words: 


Accordingly entry will be refused to all ar- 
ticles of commerce which are or may be ren- 
dered suitable for food or drug purposes and 


violation of the act unless they 
before entry. 
this provision, “or they 
may be entered without denaturing ac- 
cording to regulation No. 34, under such 
conditions as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall provide, which shall preclude 
the possibility of their use for food pur- 
poses.”’

to be labeled, but the order issued by the 
Lepartment of Agriculture is followed by 


those officials holding up all entries of 
such food products and requiring that 
they, be either denatured or labeled to 


show in what respect the articles are in 


their nature in violation of the food and 
drugs law. A summary of this state- 
ment made by a member of the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection shows just 
what is intended to be accomplished, to 
wit:-- 

Such articles of food which are or may be 
rendered suitable for food or drug purposes 
and which are in violation of the food and 
drugs act; that is, which contain contam- 
inating materials, or are decomposed or filthy 


or wormy, unless they are:— 
First, denatured before entry; or, 
Second, they may be entered without de- 


naturing acording to regulation 34, under such 
conditions as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe, which preclude the possibility 
of their use for other than technical purpoges. 


Further, such shipments shall be plainly 
labeled to show that they are not for use in 
the preparation of food or drug products, as 
the case may be, and also in what respect 


they are not in accordance with the act. 

Labels of the following type or style shall 
be used:—‘'Gelatin containing arse nie, not for 
food purposes,’’ or “Gelatin containing arsenic 
in quantities, not permitted in food.’ 

No provision has been made by the de- 
partment in regard to how gelatin shall 
be denatured if that alternative is adopt- 
ed. The customs officials say that no 
provisions have yet been made under 
regulation 34 as to the process of denatur- 
ing, and each case is determined as it 
shall arise upon the specific consignment 
of imported products.

Potash Shipments Classified by Com- 
merce Commission. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 29, 1913. 
As the result of a complaint made by 
the American representative of the Ger- 
man Kali Syndicate, engaged in the busi- 
ness of importing potash salts fertilizers 
from Germany, and in distributing the 
same in the’ United States, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has rendered .a 
decision covering the classification of 
potash, etc. This case was brought by 
the representative of the German syndi- 
cate against the Santa Fe Railroad and 
more than a hundred transporting lines 
throughout the country, in which the al- 





legation was made that the rates west of 
Lake Superior and Lake Michigan and 
the Mississippi, embraced in what is 


known as the Western classification terri- 


tory, have been too high 

The commission holds that the present 
classification of sulphate of potash and 
muriate of potash as fifth class in car- 


western classification is not 
2nd the classification of 


loads in the 
unreasonable, 


kainit and muriate of potash as fourth 
class in less than carloads is proper, but 
the less than carload rating on sulphate 
of potash should be fourth class instead 


of third class. Also the commission holds 
that the fifth-class rating on sulphate ot 
potash and muriate of potash in carloads 
is not unjustly discriminatory as com- 
pared with class E rating on kainit and 
other fertilizer in carloads. A, minimum 
carload weight of 40,000 pounds is fixed for 
muriate of potash, sulphate of potash, 


kainit, double manure salts, manure salts, 
sylvinite and hartsalz, .which may be 
I 


shipped in mixed carloads at the fifth- 
class rate. 
After a thorough discussion of these 


classifications and rates throughout many 
Sections of the country, and taking fully 
into account the complaint made by the 
representative of the syndicate, Commis- 
Sioner Prouty, on behalf of the commis- 
sion, after entering into an elaborate dis- 
cussiun of the various kinds of fertilizer, 
the prevailing prices in the country of the 
different products, closes his discussion 
om the subject with the following sum- 
mary and comclusions:— 


We also think that the present classification 
of kainit and muriate as fourth class in less 
than carioads is proper, but are of the opinion 
that the less than carload rating on sulphate 
ought not to exceed fourth class. The value 
of muriate and sulphate is substantially the 
same, the incidents of transportation are the 
Same and there appears to be no reason why 
they should take a different less than carload 
rating. 

In the course of the testimony it was stated, 
and has been referred to in briefs and argu- 
ments, that dried blood and tankage come 
within the same classification as given kainit, 
and being worth nearly as much as the sul- 
phate and muriate, it tends to show that the 
classification of sulphate and muriate is too 
high, but we do not feel that the evidence 
which has been introduced upon this point is 
at all reliable. Certain figures were quoted 
from trade journals as showing the value per 
ton of this tankage. While we do not question 
the figures given we do feel that our informa- 
tion concerning the relative proportions of fer- 
tilizer units found in the tankage and such 
products is very meager, and for this reason 
we must dismiss from further consideration 
any comparison between muriate and sulphate 
of potash and these packing house products. 

The complainant, in support of its conten- 
tion that the less than carload rates should 
not be more than 20 per cent. higher than the 
carload, introduced as a witness a traffic ex- 
pert, who testified at great length in a very 
seneral way that, in his opinion, which he ap- 
parently based largely on physical operation, 
the spread at present in force is too great. 
However, we have been referred to no specific 
fact or figures tending to support this conten- 
tion nor have we been referred to any opinion 
which can be of any aid in determining the 
just relationship which should exist. On the 
other hand, the defendants have given us no 
very conclusive evidence tending to show that 
the spread is a reasonable one. 

Many analogous articles take fourth class in 
less than carloads and fifth class in carloads, 
and we cannot, upon the strength of this rec- 
ord, find that this relation is improper. 

The third and last contention of the com- 
plainant is that they should be given the right 
to mix carloads of sulphate, muriate and kainit 
and other potash salts and also tankage at the 
lowest rate applicable to any one article. All 
these potash salts are used frequently for fer- 
tilizer purposes and are handled by the same 
persons. We think that by every rule the 
mixture of these articles should be allowed. 
Tankas is also used for the manufacture of 
fertiliz and possibly occasionally as a fer- 
tilizer itself, but is obtained from entirely 
different sources, and should not perhaps, un- 
der the principles followed under the Western 
classification, be allowed the privilege of mix- 
ture with the potash salts. We are of the 
opinion that the tariff should provide that 
muriate, sulphate, kainit, double manure salts, 
manurs salts, sylvinite and hartsalz may be 
shipped in mixed carloads at the fifth-class 
rate, minimum 40,000 pounds An order will 
be issued in accordance with this report. 

The order of the commission is that; all 
the defendant railroads are required to 
desist by October 15, 1913, from charging 
on sulphate of potash the third-class 
rates, and the roads are also required to 








establish on or before October 15 rates 
and classifications in accordance with 
the present decision by the commission.

CHICAGO LARD MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Aug. 28, 1913. 

More irregularities crept into the market for 
lard at Chicago this week, and fluctuations in 
prices were frequent and violent. Final values 
showed net losses of 124%@25c. for the week, 
with nearby futures showing the big end of 
the decline and January holding within 12\%c. 
of last week's closing level. The trade was 
of large volume as in the foregoing period, 
but sentiment was mixed and the movement of 
values was irregular. Conditions here reflected 
an unsettled situation in the foreign 


markets, varying conditions in the cash 
movement and a fluctuating range of prices 
for live hogs. Exports of lard for the week 
were unexpectedly large, showing an increase 
ot 4,459,000 pounds over shipments to foreign 
shores for the corresponding week last year, 


and making an aggregate of 10,919,000 pounds. 
Shipments to domestic consuming points also 
increased to liberal proportions, the consump- 


tion being stimulated by cool weather and 
indications 8f£ advancing prices, These fac- 
tors exerted strength on the market, but 


packers showed a readiness to take advantage 
of bulges to unload a good deal of their prop- 
erty, and this caused prompt reactions. Offer- 
ings of cash product were ample for the 
requirements of the trade and round lots of 
egular, prime steam lard finished the week 
at a discount of 24%c. under September price, 
or at $11.02%, with small lots, not large 
enough to be delivered on contracts, at 24%@ic. 
cheaper. Loose lots were in fair supply and 
moderate request at 45c. under September, 
while leaf lard was sparingly offered and in 
pretty good demand at $10.37%. Neutral was 
steady, with the inquiry fully equal to offer- 
ings, at $11.75@11.87% for No. 1 and $11.25@ 
1.3 for No. 2.

The term ‘enamel’ is very much abused, as it is often being applied to amy 
zZloss paint. Properly speaking, enamel paints are) or should be made to resemble 
in appearance the finish given to articles of metal that have been enameled by the 
surnacing process. Mnamel paints are made in two forms—air drying and baking— 
but in either case cannot be produced by combining pigments with drying olls 
and drying mediums alone. Gum varnishes constitute an essemtia) part of enamel 
paint, and the harder the resinsor gums the better will be the wear of the 
resulting product. ‘The old-fashioned way of making white enamel for interior 
decoration has been to grind French process zine white in clear damar varnish, 
adding a small portion of anhydrous white sugar of lead, previously ground fine 
in bleached oil or in daman varnish, tninning the paste so ground with either 
damar or very pale rubbing varmish to a consistency that flowed well from the 
brush and leveled down uniformly onto the surface. This style of enameling was 
knewn as china glossing, and is still in practice for moderate priced work. In the 
chapter on grinding white bases for enamel paints we have pointed out that 7 
pounds French process zine and 30 pounds white damar varnish wt, when ground 
on a,water cooled mill produc: the proper base for china gloss, and we may ada 
that in order to preduce good drying and hardness, % pound white sugar 
of lead, ground fine in oil or varnish, should be incorporated with this paste base 
previous to reducing it with 14 gallons varnish that may be either damar varnish 
or a good white mixing varnish of approved quality, but in neither case must the 
varnish be too heavy im body, and above all the paste base must have had ample 
time to cool after coming from the mill. The quantities of base and varnish 
mentionec should produce 20 gallons of china gloss weighing not over 10!pounds 
mer gallon, while the general run of interior enamel white average between 11 and 
12 pounds per gallon when the pigment is;pure Frenen zine. For interior white 
enamel that is to be rubbed and afterward polished, a hard gum varnish is re- 
quired, because that made with damar varnish is most too slow ‘and does mot 
stand well when rubbing with oil and pumice, but requires rubbing with pumice 
and water. A high grade interior enamel! white or porcelain finish that will stand 
rubbing with oil and makes a fine polished surface that_cannot be surpassed can 
be made on the fellowing formula:—Forty-five pounds French zine in damar as 
above, 6 gallons palest hard rubbing varnish, 1 gallon pure spirits of turpentine. 

This will make a little over ¥ gallons of enamel weighing 11 pounds per gulloa. 
Beat the base up with the turpentine first, then gradually add the varnish. A 
trifle of Prussian blue will give a porcelain effect, but must not be overdone. The 
mixing of enamels must never be done in a room with a temperature below 
degrees #., and all enamels must be carefully strained after ,;mixing, having afl 
apparatus clean as possible. When it is desired to tint white enamel paints to 
certain color effects only the very purest and strongest colors should be selected 
and ground to the utmost fineness in oil or varnish, preferably the latter, whten an 
appreciable percentage is to be used. Before adding the color to the white base 
it snould be thinned to the consistency 9t varnish and carefully strained. Colored 
pnamel paints for interior work are best made from pure pigmemts ground fine 
in varnish that may be pale or dark, according to the pigment that is embodied 
with it. The colors selected should be/free from any extending material and as 
light in gravity as possibie. For instance, for black the finest quality of carbon 
black; for red pure toner of the desirable shad«; for yellow pure chrome ;yellow, 
for green chemically pure chrome green; for blue Chinese or Prussian blue are 
most preferable. Une quarter pound of finest carbon ,black, dry, and a similar 
quantity of dry toner ior red, % pound dry chrome yellow, % pound dry C. P. 
chrome green and '» pound Prussian blue, dry, to make one gallon; when thinned 
with sufficient varnish will be ample. A hard drying mixing varnish is sufficiently 
good enough uniess the enamel paimt is to be rubbed, in(which case a rubbing 
\arnish is required. 

For a BATHTUB ENAMEL the best base is a mixture of ,equal parts white 
lead and zine white, and should be ground in oil and thinned with a good pale 
hard gum varnish as follows:—Forty pounds base as above, in oil; 6 pounds pure 
spirits of turpentine, 54 pounds varnish as above. This will produce an enamel of 
excellent body for tin or zine lined bathtubs, the result of above formula being 
8% gallons, 

. Fate RIOR or WEATHERPROOF ENAMEL should be composed of the base 
described mm the chapter on grinding the white bases for enamels as practiced in 
Holland; that 1s, grinding French zine white in heavy bodied or highly oxidized 
pale oil and ageing the paste for some time before mixing it with hard gum var- 
nish. An exceptionally high grade vf exterior ,white enamel can be made by 
grinding (5 pounds condensed zine white in 28 pounds of the heavy oil and 7 pounds 
pure spirits of turpentiue, permitting this paste to stand tor a week or more, then 
placing same in a mixer, and to every 40 pounds ofi the paste add 60 pounds of 
vamish made from XNXXX kauri gum gt the rate of 12 gallons linseed oil to 10 
pounds gum, the grinding of the zinc in the heavy oi) furnishing elasticity ana 
wear, the gum varnish the high gloss. This formula will produce 9 gallons weignh- 
ing about 11 pounds. If ihis exterlor enamel is to be tinted. oil colors will serve 
the purpose very well, but only such as are permanent to stromg light must be 
selected. 

MARINE or WATERPROOF ENAMELS must have in their composition a 
hard gum varnish that has proven itself impervious to the action of water, and it 
stands to reason that linseed oil cannot be its chief constituent. It should be made 
of palest kauri gum, with not too large a proportion of oil, the pigment for a white 
enamel of this kind being composed of zinc white ground,in limseed oil. Fifty 
pounds of tnis base mixed with 6% gallons of the varnish would produce 8% gallons 
of paint. If the varnish does not make the paint dry sufficientiy; hard in reason- 
able time, a concentrated white drier may be used for part thereof to the extent 
of % or *% gallon. Colored marine or waterprocf enamels may be produced with 
pigments of the desired color, ground in oil, reduced to brushing consistency with 
a mixture of 1 part Japan drier and ¥ parts hard drying water resisting varnish. 

BAKING ENAMELS are as a rule produced trom pigment ground fine in fire 
boiled linseed oil and reduced for application with a hard gum varnish that carries 
a large percentage of oil. These enamels; must flow out evenly, andiwhen being 
stoved must not show any imperfections such as pin holes, brush marks, ridges, 
etc., whien ean only be prevented trom appearing when the enamel is of full body. 
This boay must be produced by the varnish, as it cannot be done by the pigment. 
As white lead cannot stand any high temperature in stoving (baking), the pigment 
must necessarily be zinc oxide or lithopone white for white baking enamel, and the 
oil, as well as the varnish, must needs be very pale. Damar varnish makes a good 
white baking enamel, but is rather brittl and very sensitive to chipping. A gooa 
formula for @ white porcelain-like buking enamel for galvanized iron sheathing 
or tin that will not readily seratch or chip after bakimg for five or six hours at a 
temperature of 170 to 180 degrees KF. may be made as follows:—Sevepty pounds 
Freneh process zine ground in 3 pounds fire melted gum damar varnish as the 
base, thinned, after standing forty-eight hours, with 6 gallons pale gum varnish 
that requires thirty hours to dry if used by itself. This produces 11 gallons weigh- 
ing a trifle over 13 pounds, and may be reduced at the place of operation with 
equal parts turpentine and damar varnish if desired. The white can be tinted 
to any desired effect. Colored baking enamels are made with pigments ground in 
vil and reduced with baking varnishes of more or less dark color. 


Modern Fiat Wall Finishes. 


it is a well-known fact to the trade that the evolution of these flat finishes is 

due to a great extent to the efforts of the manufacturers of lithopone, both here 
and abroad, to find a greater market vor this white pigment than that derived from 
the linoleum and ollcloth end shade cloth makers. That the efforts have been suc- 
cessful is proven by the favorable reception this material has received and the 
enormous output since the first brand was placed on the market by a certain 
varnish house. Quite a share of the credit for its success is due to the availability 
in late years of China wood oil varnish preparations and the progress made by 
petroleum refiners in perfecting the jheavy gravity petroleum spirits |generally 
known as turpentine substitutes. The ordinary 62 degrees petroleum benzine would 
not have given the flat finish, and would have made the paint set so rapidly that 
it could not have been spread, while the addition of more oil would have tended 
to gloss up. Again. for a certain period the cost price of turpentine almost pro- 
hibited its use. Sevcral years ago a number of varnish makers issued formulas 
for paint makers showing them how to prepare fiat wall finishes by using: the 
liquid supplied by them for the purpose. The result obtained by following these 
formulas varied considerably, and even the batches made from time to time did 
not always turn out uniformly. One of the formulas in question, issued by one 
of the most prominent firms of varnish makers in the United States with a branch 
in Canada, is as follows:--Paste base to be ground on suitable mill:—

the zine resinate serves as drying medium and should be ground fine in part of 
the oil before it is added to the batch, or fused resinate of zinc may be dissolved 
by heat in the oil and so added. The idea of using zine resinate instead of man- 
ganese resinate is because the latter makes whites dry out rather pink. To every 
‘9 pounds of this paste base use either 10 pounds of turpentine substitute or equal 
parts of this ana pure spirits of turpentine. Result:—tive gallons of flat wall 
paint of very good body weighing 17 pounds per gallon. 

Although some interested parties assert that a good flat wall finish can be pro- 
duced only by the use of hthopone, it has been demonstrated that such a material 
can be made by using zine oxide and inert base. Of course, zinc oxide lacks in 
opacity in comparison with white lead or lithopone, but under -certain conditions 
it becomes necessary to sacrifice economy to other considerations. Lithopone white 
is liable to become discolored even on interior walls from the effects of moisture 
and glaring scrong lignt, while pure zine oxide, free from sulphur, is unaffected. 
There nas becn 2 benet in paint making circles that zinc oxide cannot be flatted 
as can white lead or lithopone, but when it is considered that zinc oxide with the 
proper white base requires mure vehicle for grinding and thinning than lithonone 
and mucn more than white lead, it stands to reason that only the right selection 
of base is required. A very good base for such a flat wall finish will be found by 
grinding equal parts of Ameéricam zinc oxide and precipitated barium sulphate 
(blane fixe) in a fatting liquid that has given good results with lithopone, thinning 
the resulting paste base with a good substitute turpentine, and if this should set 
too quickly tor good flowing and arying without laps, add sufficient bleached linseed 
ou to overcome the deficiency. ‘The blanc fixe may be replaced by equal parts of 
fioated barytes and mugnesium silicate, buc to increase the percentage of zine 
oxide in orde: tuo give better opacity would not work out satisfactorty. 

INTERIOR FLAT "= NAMELS that are fuund on the market and many of which 
are imported from abroad are really higher priced flat wall finishes, selling at a 
figure out of all proportion to their actual value or cost. JOne of these can be 
produced on the following basis:—Grind 80 parts by weight of condensed French 
zinc white, green seal, in a vehicle composed of 10 parts.of varnish made from 
white kauri gum (known as XXXXX) with only 10 gallons of oil to 100 pounds of 
gum), 5 parts of palest lithographers’ varnish and 10 parts pure turpentine. This 
will produce 100 pounds soft paste base. Let it stand for forty-eight hours covered 
with some turpentine to keep from skinning over, then thin down with 24 pounds 
by weight of turpentine te the lw pounds by weight of paste. ‘his will give 7 6-10 
gallons of material weighing 16% pounds per gallon. Ky grinding calcined borax 
in varnish or pale oil and turps and adding as much as constitutes one-half pound 
of dry borax to the avove batch, it will tend to make the material dead Hat on 
drying. These fiat enameis may be tinted to any desired effect with colors ground 


in oil if only smal .portions are required, otherwise the colors used should be 
ground in japan and tiinned with turpentine. 
Liquid and Paste Wood Fillers. 
When Uquid wood fillers were first placed on the market, they were offered 


as a shellac substitute, soit woods, such as white wood (poplar), white pine and 
spruce being more largely used in buiiding operations and furniture than they now 
are. Denatured alcohul was then not in use as now, and wood aleohol shellac 
varnish was not much, favored for iiterior work on account of the ill effects on 
the operators eyes and lungs. Thus the advent of liquid wood filler was hailed with 
enthusiasm by painters, and the material at that time was composed of far better 
imacerial than is the case with must uf it to-day. Sharp competition on the part of 
the manufacturers accounts for this. All sorts of mineral bases have been tried 
from time to time, silica and silex, china clay, magnesium carbonate, barium ecar- 
bonate, talc or soapstone and even terra alba jand starch. 

A good liquid wood filler that will give satisfaction, but may be 
high in cost to meet competition in some qvarters, is prepared as 
batch producing ») gallons:—

This will weigh 9 pounds per gallon, and if the clay has been thoroughly dried 
and is, naturally unctuous, it should not settle hard in bottom of container. As a 
matter of precaution, however, one gallon of emulsion as described under Ready 
for Use Liquid Paints may be stirred into « batch of 50 gallons. As the quality of 


liquid wood filler depends to a great extent upon the quality of the varnish used 
in its preparation, a filler sold at low price must necessarily be made from lower 
priced material. For a liller of that sort the following will serve as a guide:— 


Grind W® pounds asbestine powder in 30 pounds raw linseed oil, which will produce 


“’ pounds of soft paste, which reduce in a liquid paint mixer with 3 gallons pale 
quid drier and 34 gallons pale gloss oil (rosin and benzine liquid) and 7 gallons 
penzine, resulting in a batch of ™% gallons weighing 7% pounds to 8 pounds per 
vallon, according to the body of the gloss oil. 

LIQUID FILLERS AND STAIN combined are produced by simpty adding to 
the liquid filler such colors as are described under varnish stains and in similar 


quantity per gallon. 
PASTE WOOD FILLERS must have the faculty of closing up the pores and 


interstices of mere or less open grained woods in such a manner that while the 
surface so treated becomes non-absorbent, the natural beauty of the wood must 
not be obscured, and if the wood has been stained the filler must not dull the 


transparency of the stain, or if the filler has been colored the filling material must 
not injure the richness or transpareicy of the color. Therefore, the more translu- 
eent the tiling material the more valuable the product, and while barytes, whiting, 
elay and gypsum have been and are still employed for the sake of cheapness, the 
very best material is pure silex or silica. Starch and dextrine have also been 
used, especially for holding ihe heavier minerals in suspension, but as these perish 


readily under the iniluence of moisture, their use is not recommended When 
barytes is used in paste filler it is done with a view to lessen cost of production, 
as barytes requires not much mvure than one-third the weight of vehicle required 
by silex, tale or clay. The latter two pigments are too unctuous, whiting is too 
prone to show up white under varnish und terra alba or gypsum is too short and 
tends to cake hard with the vehicle in the containers. As a paste filler is thinned 
with turpentine or benzine, mostly the latter, and applied to the surface like a 
flowing varnish, and the excess of liiller after its setting wiped off with tow, 
waste or excelsivr, the vehicle in which the filler is ground must be so selected 


that the material dves noc work gummy and pull out of the grain. It is obvious 
that a japan containing rosin will not work properly along with the oil binder, and 


yet a,sirong drier must be used, as the filler is required to dry hard enough 
to sandpaper in twenty-four hours Paste iiller, light or natural, must be ground 
in a liquid of 4 parts raw oil and 1 part good grinding japan by volume. A good 
figure for 4 batch of pasie filler, natural, is as follows 4% pounds floated silex, 
24 pounds raw linseed vil, 6 pounds medium grinding japan. When too stiff to’ go 
through the inill properiy, add sufhcient thin liquid drier or turpemtine if not tuo 
high in cost. For colored fillers do not add colors in oil to above grinding but 
use dry volors, as it will clean off the surface more readily. 
Iron Fillers and Machinery Paints, 
iron fillers for surfacing castings and hiding the imperfections thereof are 
usually sold in paste furm, so that they may be used as a plaster or putty, apply- 
ing same with a wide spatula or broad knife, a sort of knifing in operation and 
also as a brush coat when thinned with benzine or turpentine substitute. The 
color is usually a nearly jet black, but steel color is also used to some extent. 
While white lead was at une time the most costly ingredient in the steel colored 


jillers, it has given way to zine oxide or lithopone, and very little of these enters 
into these paste paints. Blac’ filler is the chief ingredient in most iron fillers, but 
sume are based on barytes and whiting, with lampblacki as the coloring principle 
The vehicle is composed of raw linseed oil and strong liquid driers, with the latter 
predominating. 


The very low price at which these goods are sold nowadays precludes the use 
of high grade japan driers.

Santonin and Combinations, 

_ In paragraph 598, covering santonin and 
its combinations with acids, a suggestion 
was made by Senator Smoot, supported 
by Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, both 
being members of the Re spublican minor- 
ity of the Finance Committee, that the 
paragraph as proposed was erroneous in 
that the comma appearing after the word 
acids in the paragraph would entirely 
change the purpose of the paragraph in 
the free list and subject to duties com- 
modities not intended to be _ dutiable. 
Adopting the suggestion of these Sen- 
ators, Senator Johnson, of Maine, on be- 
half of the committee, asked that the 
comma be omitted from paragraph 698. 
This paragraph as amended will read as 
follows:

At this juncture in the consideration of 
the bill an extended controversy was pre- 
cipitated by the introduction by Senator 
Kenyon, of lowa, of an amendment which 
was in the nature of a surprise to the 
Democratic Senators in charge of the bill, 
being a new subject covering the intended 
free admission, automatically, of com- 
modities manufactured by what had been 
determined by courts of competent juris- 
diction in the United States as monopo- 
lies under the terms of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. At the request of Chairman 
Simmons, of the Finance Committee, this 
amendment was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Finance for consideration and re- 
port. 

Dutiable Schedules and Free List 
Practically Completed, 

The Senate on Tuesday practically com- 
pleted the dutiable schedules and _ the 
free list of the tariff bill and began con- 
sideration of the income tax. 

An important amnouncement was made 
by Chairman Simmons, of the Finance 
Committee, in connection with the com- 
pletion of the dutiable sections of the 
tariff bill to the effect that it is the pur- 
pose of the Finance Committee to com- 
plete the consideration of the income 
tax and the administrative sections of the 
bill before the paragraphs that have been 
passed over, or which have been re 
referred to the Committee on Finance for 
further consideration, shall be taken up. 
The meaning of this is that about a hun 
dred paragraphs, scattered through prac 
tically all the schedules or the tariff, will 
come up fon tinal consideration when the 
Senate has passed upon ne administrative 
sections of the bill, probably some time 
next depending upon the time that 
shall be given to the debate on the ad 
ministrative features of the bill, includ- 
ing the proposed retaliatory duties. 

A large number of important amend- 
ments to different paragraphs in the 
schedules have been referred back to the 
Finance Committee, and in connection 
with these amendments are those pro- 
posed by Senators Cummins and Kenyon, 
of lowa, the amendment proposed’ by 
Senator Cummins being one intended to 
prevent the shipment through from the 
perts of thea United States to imterior 
points foreign commodities on through 
bills of lading at lower transportation 
rates than are charged on domestic prod- 

cts produced at the se saboard and shipped 
inland. The amendment proposed by 
Senator Ke nyon relates to the proposition 
of placing upon the free list, automatical- 
lv, commodities that are manufactured 
by trusts, or the sale and prices of which 
are monopolized in the markets of this 
country. The Finance Committee is to 
present some report with respect to these 
amendments at the time when other 
paragraphs that are incomplete are pre- 
sented for final action in the Senate. 

Having completed the free list, with the 
exception of passed over paragraphs and 
the paper schedule, the Senate devoted a 
part of Tuesday to completing tentatively 
Schedule N, relating to sundries. Para- 
graph 351, relating to emery grains and 
emery, etc., was agreed to as reported by 
the Senate, as was also paragraphs 
and 354, relating to fulminating powder 
gun powder, etc. Paragraph % relating 
to matches, ete., was passed over at the 
request of Senator Smoot, of Utah.

Although there were no developments 
in Washington within the week in- 
dicative of further changes in the ex- 
isting tariff so far as the drug list 
was concerned, there remained enough 
uncertainty with regard to the time 
when the contemplated revisions in im- 
port duties will become effective to 
constitute an unabated restrictive in- 
fluence upon purchasing operations. The 
possibility that the Un:ted States might 
be compelled to intervene in the revo- 
lutionary activities in Mexico, in order 
to protect its citizens and their prop- 
erty and to assist in the establishment 
of a stable form of government in that 
republic, likewise tended to contract 
the volume of buying in the domestic 
drug market as well as to make it 
more difficult than hitherto to replen’sh 
spot stocks of such Mexican products 
as vanilla beans, jalap and sarsaparilla 
roots and American saffron flowers 
from supplies in the country of their 
origin, and the continued suggestion of 
international complications resulting 
from the still disturbed Balkan situ- 
ation also resulted in somewhat cir- 
cumscribed operations in the primary 
markets and principal consuming cen- 
ters of Europe. The damage wrought 
by fire in the cargo of the steamship 
Imperator, at the latter’s pier in Ho- 
boken, was without appreciable influ- 
ence upon the local drug marget, as 
that cargo contained only small quan- 
tities of botanical drugs and medicinal 
preparations, which either escaped in- 
jury from the flames, smoke and water 
or suffered only slight deterioration. 

A growing scarcity of spot supplies 
of several botanicals and the increased 
cost of production of numerous drug 
products were reflected within the in- 
terval in a marking up of prices for 
such commodities, the advances thus 
recorded far outnumbering the reduc- 
tions in quotations resorted to in some 
quarters in the hope of stimulating the 
flagging demand. 

Most notable among the advances 
were those in grain alcohol, due to the 
increased cost of corn; in refined 
glycerine, resulting from a_ general 
raising of prices for the crude grades; 
in crude iodine and iodine preparations, 
in citric acid, Java citronella oil, pep- 
permint oil, henna leaves, Russian anise 
seed, dill seed, white Singapore pepper 
and Japan wax. On the other hand, 
quotations were lowered for alo-n, Rus- 
sian and Spanish ergot, celery seed, 
brown California mustard seed and 
pimento.

makers have remained reluctant to buy 
more than small lots here, because of

It must be borne in mind, however, that 
present figures hardly cover what native 
dealers have paid this year for new crop 
gum. It is feared, therefore, that before 
the engagements in hand are fulfilled, prices 
here wili be advanced again 6d. or 1s. per 
-pound over and above the bases of 13s.@1é6s.

50,000 ounces of the British pharmaco- 
poeial salts offered at this sale. At the 
previous Amsterdam salts auction, held 
on August 15, 5,000 ounces out of the 50,-

3ourbons continue to be firmly held 
in France, as a result of the opera- 
tions of the Paris-Bordeaux syndicate, 
which retains control of the situat’on 
in that country, despite the dissemina- 
tion of a portion of recent heavy re- 
ceipts of new crop beans among other 
handlers. Latest arrivals of the new 
crop beans in Marseilles have consisted 


of 97 cases, but it is generally 
acknowledged that the yield of the 
islands has been materially curtailed 
by the February cyclone damage which 
has been especially severe on Reunion, 
Nossi-Be, Grand Comore and Tullear. 
It is figured in some quarters, how- 
ever, that the Nossi-Be crop, while by 


no means as large as that of last year, 
will reach 15,000 kilos, and possibly 
20,000 kilos. A constantly increasing de- 


mand is reported for all Classes of 
Bourbon beans in France, in conse- 
quence of the recent virtual elimination 
of the import duty on the beans grown 
and cured on the islands, known as 


the “petit droit... Curers on the islands 
continue to quote “heads and tails” as 
high as 35 francs per kilo in the pro- 
ducing regions and operators in France 
are still holding out for 45 franes for 
such beans landed in New York. Local 
operators are likewise maintaining 
their stocks very strongly at $8@4, ac- 
cording to brand. 

South Americans are still in scanty 
supply here, but for the small remain- 
ing stock of Guadaloupe beans local 
operators continue to ask $3.25@3.75. 


Tahitis are in growing demand on 
the part of extract manufacturers, who

Following an exploitation of the short com- 


mitments in the market here, the demand has 


slackened and the undertone is now heavy 
with sellers more willing to push sales of 
their holdings. These sellers, however, are 


still prepared to take advantage of such press 
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ing requirements as may become apparent, just 
as they did recently. 

Our correspondent in Catania has 
advised us as follows:— 

Catania, Aug. 9, 1913. 

There has been a small boom, a large holder 
in Calabria being supposed to have rigged the 
market This upward movement was probably 
helped by the purchases of exporters who were 
short The advance aggregates about 15 to 17 
per cent. from the lowest point in June, Hold- 
ers remain firm, but the export demand con- 
tinues s'ack and it is doubtful if the move- 
ment will last Prospects for the new crop re- 
main fpvorable and a somewhat larger yield 
than last year’s is expected. However, the 
crop is still subject to damage, and sellers for 
future delivery are also holding back; but, on 
the other hand, buyers remain indifferent, gen- 
erally believing in lower prices later on. 

CITRONELLA.—Spot stocks of the 
Java oil are almost exhausted, and, 
as it is therefore impossible to ob‘ain 
more than meager quantities, local 
holders are asking 10c, more for their 
supplies, which are now being quoted 
at $1.10@1.20, as to brand. The Ceylon 
grade is still being well maintained 
at 42@44c., in view of the unceasing 
seasonable demand and the difficulties 
now being encountered in attempting 
to replenish spot stocks. 

LEMON.—With the recent cessation 
of speculative operations for a rise in 
the Sicilian markets, prices asked for 
this Messina essence in the prima y 
centers have receded materially, but as 
yet there has been no noteworthy re- 
flection here of this weakening in the 
country of production, aside from the 
development of a slightly easier under- 
tone in the local market. A majority 
of local importers and other handlers 
continue to ask a minimum of $4.40 
for their stocks, while $5 is still being 
quoted for one brand. In London, 
however, the quotation for this essence 
has been lowered to 14s., the equivalent 
of about $3.50, 

Our correspondent in Palermo has 
advised us as follows:— 

Palermo, Aug. 16, 1913. 

With the exception of a few orders, there 
has been little buying here by foreign con- 
sumers, and business has therefore been almost 
at a standstill for the last fortnight. As this 
state of affairs has continued for some time, 
it has-exerted a depressing influence upon hold- 
ers, and in the meager amount of business 
recently transacted reductions from previous 
figures have been recorded. 

In new crop oil a moderate amount of in- 
terest is being manifested on the part of sev- 
eral buyers abroad who are now becoming 
eager to cover at least a portion of their re- 
quirements for next year. Likewise, those who 
have placed heavy contracts for forward de- 
liveries at levels higher than those now pre- 
vailing continue to enter the market for the 
purpose of sustaining it and are succeeding in 
creating a conservative attitude on the part 
of sellers. Furthermore, the experience of last 
season is influencing the market as shrewd 
sellers are still prudent and indifferent, or 
doubtful sellers are being left in the lurch to 
a greater extent than during the last cam- 
paign. 

Our correspondent in Catania has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 





Catania, Aug. 9, 1913. 

Prices have given way within the last month, 
being now 12% per cent. below the highest 
point of the season. The reasons are various, 
including a contraction of the export demand, 
the wish of smaller holders to realize profits 
and procure funds for the advances which 
they have to pay on their purchases of new 
crop lemons, and finally the favorable crop 
prospects. 

Total stocks of oil of temon in Sicily are 
now estimated at about 70,000 pounds, and in 
view of this comparatively small supply it is 
not impossible that with a more active export 
demand an upward movement may set in. 

The June blossoming has terminated favor- 
ably, and the present estimate is that the 
crop will be one-third larger than last year. 
Prices for future delivery have declined about 
10 per cent. from their highest point, and re- 
main stationary. The market is quiet. New 
crop lemons continue to be bought up at high 
prices. Wages have risen. The financial con- 
dition of the owners of lemon orchards and of 
the makers of essential oils is good. A mate- 
rial decline in prices, therefore, seems im- 
probable. 

ORANGE.—Spot stocks of this 
Messina essence have been so ma- 
terially reduced of late as to make it 
difficult to obtain more than meager 
quantities and local importers there- 
fore continue to hold out for a mini- 
mum of $3.90, while the agents for one 
of the most desirable brands have ad- 
vanced their quotation 25c. to $4.25. 
The prospect for a reduction of the 
existing import duty of 25 per cent. to 
a tax of only 10 per cent. has been 
the principal restraining influence in 
the importing of the oil and uncer- 
tainty regarding the size of the new 
crop yield has also contracted pur- 
chases abroad materially, so that sup- 
plies here have not been augmented to 
a noteworthy extent for almost four 
months. 

Our correspondent in Palermo has 
advised us as follows:— 

Palermo, Aug. 16, 1913. 

The market here is rather neglected for 
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prompt delivery, but an active demand con- 
tinues to be noted for new crop oil.

Catania, Aug. 9, 1913. 

Sweet orange oil for prompt delivery is de- 
void of demand and prices are lower. There 
are reports from Calabria that production 
there will be small, the orange trees produc- 
ing less, having been injured by frost last 
winter, In Sicily a normal production is ex- 
pected, however. So far there is little offering 
for future delivery, and the tendency of prices 
is firm. The new crop of oll of bitter orange 
will be small and sellers scarce. The market 
here has been cleared of prompt delivery of- 
ferings, 

PEPPERMINT.—A marked scarcity 
of spot stocks of this oil, usually noted 
at this time of the year, before new 
crop supplies have reached here, has 
induced local holders to raise their 
prices 5c. further within the week, 
making the revised quotations $3.30@ 
3.35 in tins and $3.40@3.50 for the only 
brand prepared in bottles. Advices 
from the producing regions of the 
Northwest and central West continue 
to tell of serious damage in some sec- 
tions by floods which occurred last 
spring, but it is generally believed that 
an average yield will be produced 
from the plants which are now being 
distilled. 

SPEARMINT.-—Although it is not be- 
lieved that this year’s yield of this oil 
will exceed that of last year, local 
operators are still offering their hold- 
ings at $4.25, a level to which they re- 
duced their quotations a week ago on 
the prospect for a large crop. A more 
active demand in now noted at this 
figure, 

Our correspendent in the Michigan 
producing territory has advised us as 
follows:— 

August 28, 1913. 

I have just made a careful canvass of all 
the spearmint oil growers in Allegan county 
and find the distilling operations completed. 
The 1912 crop was 19,620 pounds, as compared 
with a 1913 crop of 19,450 pounds. The price 
now offered to the growers is 5 cents lower 
than that for the corresponding time last 
season.

FLOWERS. 


ARNICA.—Old crop flowers continue 
to be offered at 14@16c., according to 
quality, but new crop goods are being 
held at much higher levels than orig- 
inally expected, the most recent bids 
on the part of local importers being 
met with offers at figures fully a cent 
above those submitted by the prospec- 
tive buyers. 

SAFFRON.—Continued strength is 
noted in the market for American flow- 
ers in consequence of the prospect for 
still greater difficulties in obtaining 
these goods from Mexico, which is their 
country of origin. Spot stocks of the 
prime description are very scanty, and 
a majority of local holders are there- 
fore asking a minimum of 70c. for this 
variety, though offering off quality 
flowers as low as 55@60c. A few mea- 
ger lots of prime flowers are still avail- 
able here, however, at 65c., but several 
sales have recently been made at 75c. 
Valencia flowers continue to be held at 
$12@12.50, according to quality and 
quantity. 

MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS. 


CAMPHOR.—American refiners con- 
tinue to report a fair amount of “pick 
up” business, and, as a majority of 
the Japanese refiners have soid their 
output up to October, and in some in- 
stances up to November, prices are be- 
ing very strongly maintained for all 
sizes on a bulk basis of 42%c. in bar- 
rels, 

HERBS AND LEAVES, 


HENNA.—Although some local hold- 
ers have raised their prices for these 
leaves a cent a pound to a minimum of 
14c. in view of a growing scarcity here, 
a few spot lots are still available at 
13c. 

SENNA.—The great scarcity of all 
descriptions of Alexandria leaves is 
causing local importers to hold their 
prices very strongly at 38@40c. for the 
whole and three-quarters leaf varieties, 
and at 35@36c, for the half ieaf de- 
scription, while still holding out for 10 
@l5e. for siftings. Tinnevelly leaves 
are likewise well maintained at 7@9c., 
and pods at 6@7c., according to qual- 
ity. 
Latest advices from Tuticorin, India, 
state:— 

August 28, 1913. 

Arrivals of senna leaves from the interior 
are very meager, owing to the failure of rain. 
Neighboring operators are buying at very high 
prices, as arrivals are so limited. New crop 
goods are necessarily being mixed with old 
crop, which most of them have in large quan- 
tity. In London some traders have sold un- 
sized senna at 2d.@5d. per pound at auctions, 
according to quality. 

SHELLAC. 


The position of the general market 
has been subjected to no material vari- 
ation over the interval. A full meas- 
ure of firmness seems to have charac- 
terized Calcutta. Offers for shipment 
have continued on a sparing scale, and 
buyers are reported to be outnumber- 
ing sellers. There has been little dis- 
position on the part of shippers to 
book November-December business, 
practically the earliest position to in- 
sure free delivery, and for the few 
tenders so far in evidence 23c, has 
been named, about 1c. over the un- 
attractive current shipment. Limited 
offers of superfine grades were re- 
ported for November-December ship- 
ment at 26%c. The fine marks are 














held at a relatively high level in the 
same position, and there was one offer 
for January-February shipment. More 
of an interest in November-December 
shipment of T. N, has been manifested 
by local dealers, but no sales were 
reported. It is becoming a more perti- 
nent question as to how much longer 
the trade here can continue to with- 
hold the closing of important transac- 
tions. The free shipment position 
promises to attract a good volume of 
business as soon as the market gets 
on a more definite basis. 

London cable advices have indicated 
more or less of a variable course over 
the week. The high point reported was 
107s. for December T. N., but a later 
position was 2s. easier. According to 
our correspondent’s closing cable, spot 
T. N. was at 102s., and October 102s. 
éd., both being the same as at the 
close of the previous week. London 
advices continue to sound encouraging 
prospects for helping to satisfy the 
more urgent American requirements, 
but at the present parity of London 
local dealers are not inclined to give 
much consideration to the chance of re- 
plenishing from that quarter.

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prices at a level more proportionate to 
that for the basic mark, and sales were 
reported at 28s. for bone dried.

tory, and some dealers stated they 
were running behind on deliveries, 
The London Commercial Record 0 


August 5 describes that market as fol- 
lows:— 

Shellac opened firm and dearer on an in- 
creased demand, and although the spot_ trade 
continues slow generally, Continental dealers 
have been buying delivery here as a hedge 
against their future requirements. Both De- 
cember and March deliveries have been in 
constant inquiry, and many _ thousands of 
cases have changed hands, business being 
made easy from the fact that the sellers are 


taking substantial profits, and in consequence 
lend an appreciative ear to the blandishments 
of the broker.

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INDUSTRIAL 





The general tenor of industrial re- 
ports during a week that is inclined to 
reflect more or less of a holiday char- 
acter has continued to mark a general- 
ly conservative sentiment, which in 
some industries may have been empha- 
sized by the more acute status of the 
Mexican situation The record of im- 
ports for the seven months ending July, 
indicating less than a $15,000,000 decline 
from that of the same period last year, 
would suggest the relatively small ef- 
fect of the tariff disturbance, but this 
factor appears to have more significant 
influence when the loss of nearly 
$50,000,000 covering the five months be 
ginning March is considered. Among 
those lines in which price cutting prac 
tices have been resorted to on the the- 

ry of encouraging buying there have 
been evidences of stimulated trade, The 
iron and steel industries have been in- 
stances of this condition, while copper 
consumption has reached surprising 
proportions, both in this country and 
abroad. In the textile trade some of 
the cotton goods have shown gratifying 
improvement, while others have lagged 
at lower prices lately in effect. A fait 
volume of woolen business was noted 

In the leading cotton States continued 
drought, with heavy drainage, have 
been reported. Corn advices were also 
unfavorable, 

The industrial market has continued 
of a quiet and routine character, and 
profit taking appeared to be more wide- 
ly practiced. There was still an irreg- 
ular tendency to the general price 
movement,

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug, 29, 1913. 
regarding the development of 
the essential oil industry of the United 
States for the census year 1909 have just 
been made public by the Census Bureau 
officials. The important features of these 
Statistics include references to the char- 
acter of the output of different establish- 
ments, value of the products and mate- 
rial and products produced, as follows: 

Statistics for the industry were first obtained 
at the census of 1859, when forty-five estab 
lishments, employing seventy-four hands, re 
ported products amounting to $124,317. The 
value of products shows an increase for each 
intercensal period since 1X79, 

The number of establishments reporting in 
190 was sixty-eight, with 408 persons engaged 
in the industr i of $1,365. and 
expenses of $1 2 Which $184,495 was 
paid for salaries and wages and $1,255,478 for 
materials The value of the products reported 
was $1,7 t

In 14 fifty-two establishments were re- 
ported, with 237 persons engaged in the in- 
dustry, capital of wo, expenses of 
$1,209,069, of which $109, } was paid for s;

The average number of persons engaged in 
the industry during 1909 was 408, of whom 200 
were wage earners, ninety-one proprietors and 
officials and twenty-seven clerks, ete.: 390 
were males and eighteen females.

Castor Beans in Jamaica. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Aug. 29, 1913. 
The officials of the Bureau of Foreign 
ind Domestic Commerce say that “the 
Director of Agriculture in Jamaica states. 
with regard to the cultivation of the cas- 
tor bear in that island, that three of the 
best local varieties of these beans were 
tested at the Hope experiment station 
during 1912, and the returns of the seed 
per acre were very disappointing, al- 
though the plants grew luxuriantly. The 


best returns were one-third of a metric 


ton of seed per acre, and the director 
does not regard this as sufficiently remu- 
nerative to justify Jamaican planters in 
taking it up in place of the ordinary 
staple crops.

Saturday Noon, Aug. 380, 1913 

The general market has undergone 
no appreciable development to indicate 
a more encouraging trend of buying 
interest, and comparatively little of 
new interest has featured the week's 
operations. Trading has been of a 
want character on the whole, and sea- 
sonable influences have tended to re- 
strict interest in futures. Sharpness of 
competition has continued a factor in 
some instances and reflecting this con- 
dition to greatest effect are probably 
caustic soda and soda ash, for which 
market quotations are almost nominal. 
Under the influence of the basic prod- 
uct acetic acid maintained a steady un- 
dertone. <A firmer tone characterized 
tartaric acid on the strength of the 
crude material, and there was confi- 
dence in a higher market for acid. 
Meager stocks exerted a sustaining ef- 
fect on acetate of lime. Arsenic was 
subjected to keen selling pressure, in- 
ducing a shading of prices. There was 
a better tone to blue vitriol in sympathy 
with the position of the metal An easier 
sentiment was noted in nitrate of lead 
in consequence of the recent decline in 
pig lead. Expectations continued to 
be centered in an early advance in 
cream of tartar, an increasing scarcity 
and the upward course of argols. A 
similar movement is awaited in tin 
oxide with the turn of the month fol- 
lowing the continued strengthening of 
the metal. A detailed market report of 
the principal items of chemical interest 
follow, also a summary of the Liver- 
pool, Antwerp and Philadelphia chem- 
ical markets. 

HEAVY CHEMICALS. 

BICHROMATE OF SODA.—Market 
conditions have been unvaried and 
trading has followed routine lines inci- 
dental to the slackened seasonable in- 
fluence. Prices have remained on a 
nominally steady basis at 1@1.10c. for 
domestic and 2%@2c. for English. 

BLEACHING POW DE R.—There 
have been no indications of improved 
consuming interest and the Movement 
during the week has comprised gener- 
ally light proportions. Resale lots have 
been in evidence at slight concessions 
from the regular market figures, but 
dealers have not been disposed to 
abate from their position, maintaining 
$1.25 for 35 per cent. stocks. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The sharpness of 
competition has continued with un- 
checked effect, and the market pre- 
sents the same unsettled appearance. 
There have been confirmations of lower 
figures at $1.4001.45 on the basis of 60 
per cent, for 76@78 per cent. and 60 per 
cent. at $1.50@1.60 per 100 pounds f. o. b. 
makers’ works. Powdered, 76 per cent., 
is nominally 2@2%4« according to 
quantity and seller. 

SALT CAKE.—Fair inquiries for for- 
ward business have been noted, but 
comparatively few contracts are be- 
lieved to have been closed as yet. 
With the advance of the month the 
volume of new business is expected to 
show a more definite expansidn. For 
prompt shipments .55c. in bulk f. 0. b. 
works prevails. 

SAL SODA.—Deliveries on outstand- 
ing contracts are reported well up to 
seusonable expectations, and a fair vol- 
ume of new business has been current. 
Quotations have remaine d on an appar- 
ently steady basis at .60@.80c. in bar- 
rels f. 0. b. Spot lots of concentrated 
are available at 1%c. and up, accord- 
ing to quantity, seller and terms of 
sale. 

SODA ASH. Competition for the 
limited trade current continues to ex- 
ercise in unsettling influence, and 
market quotations bear little more 
than nominal significance. For light 
58 per cent. the figures for car lots are 
i24%4@b7T%ec. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 
per cent. in bags, while for 48 per cent. 
test 60@65c. is named. Zarrels com- 
mand a premium of 5c. over the bag 
basis. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—A steady 
market prevails, and a good consum- 
ing movement keeps the production 
well absorbed. Dealers are able to 
maintain full market rates at lic. for 
30 per cent. crystals in barrels and 
2%c, for 60 per cent. fused or broken 
in iron barrels f. 0. D. New York, 

ACIDS. 

ACETIC.—A steady undertone was 
in evidence for acetic ac id due to the 
strength in acetate of lime. No quo- 
table changes were recorded. Prices 
held on the zc. basis for full car lots, 
with small parcels quoted up to 2.40 
per pound. Glac ial, 99% per cent, 
closed at Sec. for round lots, with job- 
bing lots held at 9@9%c, per pound. 

MURIATIC.—There was a fair de- 
mand from various consuming chan- 
nels, and the market was well main- 
tained at previous levels. Leading 
sellers continue to quote from 1.15 to 
1.8 5« for 18 degrees in earboys, as to 
quantity 


NITRIC.—A_ seasonabl demand was 


reported, but no new developments 
were noted during the interval. Prices 
were repeated on the basis of 3%@4'’%ec.

OXALIC.—Prices were well main- 
tained, although the demand continucd 
along quiet lines.

ALUM.—Some new orders are being 
placed by print, color and other con- 
suming interests, but the bulk of the 
business now being recorded is in de- 
liveries on outstanding contracts 
Sellers continue to quote 1.75@2c. for 
the ground and 24@iec. for tue pow- 
dered grades, as to quality, seller and 
terms of sale. Sulphate of alumnia is 
being maintained at .90@1\4ec. for low 
grudes and at I1%~@1%ec. for high 
grades, according to quantity. 

ARSENIC.—In an effort to encour- 
age buying operations, which have re- 
cently fallen to meager proportions, 
some local holders continue to offer 
their stocks of prime powdered arsenic 
as low as 38\c., tne lowest level 
reached since March, 1912, and it is in- 
timated that a proffer of an order for 
an exceptionally large quantity would 
elicit a figure even below this level. 
Spot stocks are far from heavy, but as 
buyers are reluctant to make more 
than small purchases, sellers are still 
generally willing to grant concessions. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Despite the _ re- 
cently upward movement of the copper 
market, spot quotations for this de- 
rivative have remained unchanged 
within the week, but the undertone of 
the market has become much strong- 
er of late, and some reflection of the 
uplift in the metal is now looked for 
in prices for this article.

Algerian Olive Oil Prospects. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Aug. 29, 1913. 

An interesting report has been received 
by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce from Consul Dean B. Mason, 
at Algiers, regarding the Algerian olive 
oil crop for the coming season as fol- 
lows: 

It is estimated that about 1,800,000 pounds 
of first grade olive oil suitable for export, 
about 1,300,000 pounds of second grade oil and 
about 2,200,000 pounds of yellow lampant olive

It is believ ved that only the first grade of 
Olive oil, which is almost tasteless, is suit- 
able for consumption in the United States. 
The second grade, which is liked in Spain and 
certain other Mediterranean countries, would 
hardly suit American taste, as it has a very 
decided flavor. The third quality, or yellow 
lampant, is principally consumed by the Mo- 
hammedan population, as its strong flavor is 
objectionable to Europeans, Some _ yellow 
lampant is, however, exported for mixing in 
small quantities with cottonseed oil to give 
the latter the flavor of olive oil. 

It is possible that the quantity of olive oil 
produced may be somewhat affected by the 
severe sirocco, the dry hot wind that comes 
from the Sahara Desert, but the olives are 
sufficiently matured to prevent very serious 
damage, and qa good average crop can be 
definitely counted upon. 

The picking season in Algeria commences 
in October and lasts till February, and it is 
likely that there will be olive oil for export 
by November. Only a very small stock is on 
hand at present, as the olive crop of 1912 was 
a total failure, Owing to severe drought in the 
spring.

the week prices for nitrate of soda and 
sulphate of ammonia gained somewhat, 
and sellers are inclined to mark up 
values. Nitrate of soda is affected by 
the situation on the West Coast, where 
production is to be curtailed, according 
to an agreement of producers. Sul 
phate of ammonia is strengthened by 
reports that fall demand will be large, 
and also because of reports that nitrate 
of soda will reach higher § figures. 
There is scarcely any demand at pres- 
ent for animal ammoniates, and prices 
are hardly more than nominal. The 
eatcech of menhaden is disappointing, 
and it is now assured that the season 
will be far below normal, As the 
amount of fish scrap wiJl depend upon 
the menhaden catch, it is obvious that 
stocks will be less than usual, and 
that prices will be affected thereby. 
Southern markets report quiet condi- 
tions for phosphate rock, and certain 
grades are weak at present quotations. 
Potash salts move in a routine way, 
with no new features. It is interest- 
ing to note that a report from Japar 
attributes smaller demand for nitrate 
of soda and sulphate of ammonia to 
the fact that rape seed cake has been 
cheaper and has been used extensively 
as a fertilizer. This report further 
States that this use of cake is likely 
to show a material increase during ‘ne 
coming year. 

For reviews of the Baltimore, Chi- 
cago, Atlanta and Savannah markets 
refer to the index on page 23. Detai-ed 
reports for the separate articles of the 
local market follow: 

NITROGENBOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Reports from packing house centers 
say that there has been a very small 
demand for dried blood, and while 
holders are keeping quotations on a 
basis of $2.65 for spot, it is rumored 
that a firm offer would be filled at 
concessions, 3usiness in all markets 
for dried blood is reported as quiet. 
kutures are still held at a premium 
over spot, with the premium ranging 
higher as the time of delivery becomes 
more distant. The unusually heavy 
receipts of cattle have not weakencd 
the market, though evidence is given 
that productions of animal ammoniates 
will be larger. Tankage is also quiet, 
with quotations maintained at $2.35 
and 10. 

FISH SCRAP.—Although the fleet 
has gone further north than usually 
has been the case, there has been no 
increase in catch of menhaden as the 
result of working over a larger area. 
Present advices indicate that the total 
catch will be only about one-half of 
normal, and naturally these reports 
have a strengthening effect upon quo- 
tations for fish scrap. At present 
prices in this market are wholly nom- 
inal, though it is stated that $2.85 and 
10 has been offered f. o. b. works. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Present  re- 
ports state that Southern consumers 
are not showing much interest in the 
market, as they are too busy in mak- 
ing deliveries of mixed goods. There 
is a strong undertone, however, in spite 
of the fact that this country has re- 
ceived extra large stocks during the 
past three or four months. The situ- 
ation on the West Coust is expected to 
result in higher prices, and spot ni- 
trate in this market is now quoted at 
$2.35. Last reports regarding the at- 
tempt to restrict production state that 
the quotas have been agreed upon by 
menns of whieh the productions will 
be lessened by about 2,000,000 quintals.

POTASH SALTS, 

While considerable attention has 
been given to attempts to make use of 
potash deposits in various parts of 
the United States, it is interesting to 
note that the search for potash has 
extended to Britisn India, and a re- 
eent report has been issued on the 
prospects of obtaining supplics from 
that country. This report states that 
the potash beds found in the Mayo 
mine at Khewra are overlaid by seams 
of marl and that these have retarded 
investigations. The principal potash- 
bearing bed is reported to average six 
feet in thickness and the potash con- 
tent varies from 6.8 to 9.6 per cent. 
A later report will have more to say 
regarding the commercial value of 
these deposits. Shipments of potash 
to this country continue to be made 
rezularly, though reports from the 
South state that a short time ago 
there was some delay in arrivals which 
had been expected, which caused a 
temporary shortage in the market. 
Witn large consumers covertd = far 
ahead on contracts, there is nothing 
new in domestic markets in the way 
of new business.
